PROGRAM SUGGESTIONS. 


1. Be sure that each member is provided with her own 
Yearbook. (Price, 6 cents.) 

2. Divide the Auxiliary into twelve circles or deputations, 
making each division responsible for one monthly program. 
The social service committee should also act as a deputation, 
bringing in reports of local community conditions and recom- 
mendations for improvements. (See Questionnaire Voice.) 

3. Urge that the members bring their Yearbooks to the 
meetings, that they may take notes on the programs, using the 
blank pages provided herein for ‘‘ Notes.”’ 

4. At the close of each quarter, let the Auxiliary vote, by 
ballot, on which deputation has furnished the best program. 


5. Let the Auxiliary entertain the winning deputation. 
Suggestions for these social meetings will be given in the pro- 
gram material for March, June, September, and December. 


6. Let the deputations use all the initiative and originality 
possible in planning their programs. 

7. Let each deputation keep a lookout for material bearing 
on their program. The National Geographic, the Outlook, the 
Literary Digest, Current History, and many other magazines 
and papers will contain excellent material. ’ 

8. Give time for informal discussion after the deputati 
report is given, and let the Auxiliary make sonic anoint 
“recommendations” in addition to those suggested in the 
program material. 

9. Have a poster committee to make posters and ¢ 
for each meeting. The current magazines will coe 
pictures for making posters and for decorating the room 
Have a poster talk by some member o1 the poster committee, — 

10. Let the deputations vie with each other in the pre . 
tion and decoration of the room. Maps, charts, posters, o 
pictures, curios, flowers, and plants suggestive of the place 
studied will add greatly to the meeting. 

11. Special emphasis should be given to the devoti 
period. Make the Bible studies, the prayers, and the cheb 
outstanding features of the program. 

12. Select the ones who are to lead the prayers before 
meeting, giving them the subject for which they are to ath 
that they may be prepared to lead the Auxiliary intelligently 
in the prayer. Let each meeting be closed by prayer, using the 
monthly prayer printed in the Yearbook. 

13. Have a good music committee. Some of the hymns 
selected may not be written to familiar tunes, but other tunes 
may be selected that are familiar to the Auxiliary, Appro- 
priate solos, duets, trios, and quartets occasionally will add 
much to the meeting. 

14. ‘“We’ve a Story to Tell to the Nations” has been 


selected as the young people’s song for the year. It will be 
found in this Yearbook.
